2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. The polls for tthe election of town officers will open at ten 
of the clock, in the forenoon and shall not be closed before five 
of the clock in the afternoon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation 
for the same.

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENT 


We present herewith a summary of the report and recom- 
mendations of the engineer as regarding the water supply system.

SUMMARY 


Investigations of the water system serving New Castle show 
that the system was constructed thirty-eight years ago and that 
no major improvements have been made since. Water is purchased 
from Portsmouth and is furnished through an 8’’ line. This line 
enters the island near the Hotel Wentworth. Consequently the 
Hotel and Camp Langdon receive their supplies ahead of the Town. 
This results in unsatisfactory service at times. 


There is also an 8’’ submarine line from Fort Dearborn across 
Little Harbor which is not in use at present. 


Pressure tests made in August showed a continual variation 
in tthe pressure from thirty to eighty pounds per square inch due 
ito the booster pump at the Hotel Wentworth. Similar tests taken 
in November show a range of pressures between fifty and sixty 
DonSiael: 

A study of the situation shows the need of storage to level out 
the fluctuations in the supply. A suitable site for a tank-on-tower 
or standpipe is on a knoll (across from the school) on Canfield 
Street extended. The storage should meet the minimum Under- 
writers requirements for a town of this size and furnish a mini- 
mum of 1,000 gallons ptr minute for a period of four hours, or 
a total of 240,000 gallons. 

The existing 4’’ pipe of Cranfield Street and Portsmouth Ave- 
nue is much too small for fire protection and the 6” pipe on Main 
Street, although better, is still too small for a flow of 1000 g. p. m. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


1. That the submarine line be put into service and a check valve 
be installed on the Wentworth Road main on the Portsmouth 
side of the connection. 


2. That an elevated tank or standpipe be installed opposite the 
school. 
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. That the 4’’ and 6’’ pipes on Cranfield and Main Streets be 
replaced with 10’ pipe. 

. That the 4’’ pipe on Portsmouth Avenue be replaced with an 
8’”’ pipe. 


. That other replacements of pipes in the system be made over 
a period of years to obtain better fire protection. 


. That the Town investigate the possibility of taking over all 
water lines on the Island now owned by the City of Portsmouth 
and of operating it all as one system.

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Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of New Castle: 


There are three questions one might well ask in appraising 
the schools of his community: 


1. How well are they doing their job? 


2. Are those who are responsible for their operation seeking 
constantly for improvement? 


3. What is the cost? 


There are at least two obvious methods to determine how 
well the school is performing. We can ask those who know, and we 
can observe how our children measure up to the standards of 
other schools. 


As one who is in a position to know, we naturally turn to 
our superintendent, Mr. Gillmore. He assures us that the quality 
of education here is good. In support of his opinion is the record 
of New Castle pupils attending Portsmouth schools. We are proud 
to state that our boys and girls are above average in the Junior 
and Senior High Schools. It is also interesting to note that of 
the 16 New Castle students graduated from Portsmouth High School 


in the last 5 years, 8 have gone on to colleges, universities and 


service academies, 7 have joined the armed services, and one has 
become a housewife. 


In his report to the trustees of Phillips Exeter Academy, Dr. 
William G. Saltonstall, its principal, cites the danger of com- 
Placency. One of the most important responsibilities of his ad- 
ministration, he says. is to encourage dissatisfaction with past 
performance and eagerness to seek out better ways of doing old 
jobs. There is always room for improvement. The School Board 
and the Superintendent are constantly seeking to improve our 
educational system. We gave unqualified support to the hiring of 
Mr. Sherman Lovering as helping teacher. The adoption of a 
salary schedule and code of personnel practices is another step 
forward. In order to qualify for salary increments each teacher 
must acquire six semester hours in a course approved by the Super- 
intendent within a three year period. We mention these as out- 
standing evidences of a program for improvement. 


Of concern to all of us is school finances; how to provide 
a sound program of education at the lowest cost. The most care- 
ful budget trimming does not alter the fact that the education of 
our children represents the major expense of local government. 
In this year’s budget are three significant increases, namely 


teachers’ salaries, tuition and insurance. 
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During the past two years this board has been gravely con- 
cerned with the teacher salary problem. The following will serve 
as an illustration:

From this one will readily see the need for raising the local 
salary level. : ‘ 


Tuition is a cost over which New Castle has no control. Cen- 
sus figures together with plans for a new High School in Ports- 
mouth indicate increased expenses in this item during future years. 


Three years ago the District voted to buy its insurance for 
a three year period and to pay for it in one lump sum. This year 
the policy expires. We propose to raise ithe amount of coverage 
to $47,000 and to budget the premiums on a five year basis. The 
mechanics of the proposed arrangement will be explained at the 
annual meeting. 


In closing, we wish to express our appreciation to the people 
of New Castle for their continued interest and cooperation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the New Castle School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-fifth report as Super- 
intendent of your schools. The statistical report of the past com- 
pleted school year will be included and also the pupil enrollment 
in our local schools for the current year. The listing of our pupils 
attending Portsmouth schools is a copy of that given us by that 
city as of September 1954. 


The current year began on Wednesday, September 8 with an 
initial enrollment of 68. This compares with a like figure of 64 in 
September 1953 and 54 for the year previous. The constantly 
increasing enrollment has justified the employing of a third 
teacher. With our present staff thert need bt no fear in regard 
to the adequacy of instruction received. 


Union No. 21 conducted a work shop for its teachers February 
16, 17 and 18. During these three days all teachers studied under 
expert instructors obtained from colleges, universities and pub- 
lishing houses. The teaching of reading in the schools was the 
main problem considered. Since we believe reading to be basic 
for all learning, we obtained the best authorities possible to bring 
to our teachers the proven foundations of good practice in this 
phase of the school’s program. The unanimity with which School 
Boards and teachers approved the workshop vouchsafes its suc- 
cess. 


As a further surety that our schools will proceed along proven 
paths, Union No. 21 has secured the services of a Helping Teacher. 
He is employed jointly by the State Board of Education and the 
seven towns of the Union. He is a full-time employee of the Union 
serving throughout the calendar year. His work has proven of 
great value to the teachers of the Union. The teachers feel free 
to bring their problems to him and talk over any situation which 
may be a handicap to efficient teaching. Mr. Sherman Lovering, 
a graduate of Keene Treachers College and holding a Master of 
Education Degree from Boston University, was the unanimous 
choice of the Supervisory Union Board. A former principal of an 
elementary school in Manchester, New Hampshire, he is familiar 
with the problems of the elementary grades. 


New Castle is entitled to federal funds because of the large 
number of our children whose parents work on federal property. In 
the main, this applies to those working at the Newington Bomber 
Base and the Portsmouth Naval Base. On the basis of costs for the 
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past complete school year, the local district received $5,129.52 from 
the federal government. Application has been made for such aid 
during the present school year and acknowledgment of the ap- 
plication has been received from Washington. It is probable that 
a substantial part of our entitlement will be in the treasurer’s 
hands before the end of the present school year. 


It is interesting to note that the total federal funds received 
in Union No. 21 amounted to $40,147.09 


That the people of New Castle may know how their school 
dollar is spent, the following data has been established. Figures 
are taken from statistics of the year 1953-1954, the last completed 
school year.

Modern education is not static. Its leaders are constantly 
studying the processes by which children learn. This is being 
done, not by theories and generalities but by active attention to 
the individual child under varying conditions. The methods by 
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which a child develops naturally are those methods most effective 
in the work of ‘the school. By varying methods of approach, by 
constantly testing and retesting, new understanding of the child 
mind is acquired. As a result of this effort, more efficient ap- 
proaches to the school curriculum are found. To acquaint our 
teachers with these new discoveries, workshops are organized. 
Our teachers are also taking advance courses in Education for the 
same purpose. Such participation is expected in schools desirous 
of the best for its pupils. 


I am recommending to you, as a board, the adoption of the 
Rinehart Handwriting System. By this system, expert penmen 
will instruct our pupils in the most approved methods of writing. 
They will come to our school once each month, give instruction 
in each room to all pupils in that room, analyze each paper and 
give suggestions for improvement. Each teacher will be carefully 
directed as to the work of the class for the days following. This 
system is being adopted by an increasing number of schools each 
year. It produces intense interest on the part of the pupils in 
all written work. 


The Supervisory Union was pleased to welcome Miss Olga 
Sarmiento, a visiting teacher from Mexico. She is one of a group 
of experienced teachers from other countries studying American 
education on the elementary level. She visited every district in 
the Union, attended teachers’ meetings and several board meet- 
ings. Both teachers and children enjoyed her visits during the 
five weeks she was with us. 


I cannot close this report without a word of appreciation for 
ithe New Castle P. T. A. It has ever been helpful to the school 
program, interested in the welfare of its pupils and generous with 
its support. An active, helpful and cooperative P. T. A. is an 
essential of a good school system. New Castle has such a group. 


You, as a board have always been helpful to me in my work. 
The teachers, without exception, have been faithful to their pupils 
welfare. As these conditions are true, our school must be a success.

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Report of the New Castle School Nurse 
March 1954 to February 1955 


The annual registration and pre-school health checkups were 
held in June 1954. Thirteen prospective first-graders were ex- 
amined by Dr. David Straus, school physician. assisted by the 
school nurse. 


In the annual school examinations during November, 57 child- 
ren received complete checkups from Dr. Straus and the school 
nurse. 


The following defects were noted and reported to parents: 


Nutrition, 2; orthopedic, 4; teeth (temporary) 10 and teeth 
(permanent) 4; tonsils, 2; glands, 3; heart, 3, and speech, 1. 


Periodic visits are made to the school and the nurse discusses 
health problems with the teachers or talks with the children on 
subjects pertaining to health, safety or sanitation. 


The nurse may be called by telephone at any time by teachers 
or parents. She examines children who have been absent from 
school three days or more. In case absence has been due to a 
communicable disease, a doctor’s certificate must be obtained be- 
fore the child may return to school. 


In January 1955 the school nurse attended an all-day re- 
gional conference on school health. 


It is the aim of the school nurse ito cooperate with the super- 
intendent, the School Board, school personnel, parents and com- 
munity groups in all activities pertaining to the health and well- 
being of the children of New Castle.
